Two hours after 
they had been in the Russell House Castanon 
and party sent for Juan Mary Reyes, who, al- 
theagh knowing that he had nothing to do 
with them, was foolish enough to bave started 
immediately to the Russell House. When the 
little old Cuban ap red before Cestanon 
the latter attacked him hke a coward and be 
gan to beat the poor old man. Some parties 
interfered and he was soon parted from him. 

A short time after this occurrence, Castanon 
received a cal] from another Cuban, and a duel 
to death was agreed en. Great excitement 
was created all over the place, and Castanon 
was taken before the court, where he was re- 
leased on two hundred dollars ball.

All knew that 
the organ of the volanteers of Havana bad 
come over to American soll to fight, and h 
was resolved that Castanoo should ight.

While this was going on Castanon took two 
steps backward, drew bis revolver and fired at 
the Cuban, witheet effect.
